It is charged that the Bank of Com- 
merce, for the purpose of obtaining 
these bonds as collateral for debts owed 
to it by others than the Holladay-Klotz 
Company, caused J. W. Perry, one of 
the bank’s officers and employes to be 
made secretary and director of the Hol- 
laday-Klotz Co. 

Thereafter, it is alleged, without con- 
sideration for the company anw con- 
trary to the laws cf.the State, the bank 
caused the bonds to be taken from the 
company and deposited with the bank 
as collateral for these obligations. 

Notes Renewed From Tire to Time.

Weak and emaciated after taking no 
food except milk for 90 days, Mrs. Don- 
na Goodwin of 4229 Castleman avenue 
is being ied through a tube at the city 


She begs that she be permit- 
ted to feed herself, but physicians feur 
that indulgence of her suddenly re- 
stored xppetite might: have a fatal re- 
sult. 

Mrs. Goodwin was taken to tha hus- 
pital Wednesday after neighbors, con- 
trary to her wishes, had called’ a physi- 
cian to attend her. 

Frequently in her long fasting verioa 
she had told these neighbors that she 
did not believe in doctors, Her hushand, 
Philip Goodwin, a railroad clerk, says 
that for t':ree months he had been un- 
able to inducé her to take solid food. 

Mrs. Elizabeth O’Reilly of 4227 
Castleman avenue, next door, was the 
first to note Mrs. Goodwin’s strange 
methods of self-treatment, shortly 
after the Goodwins moved into the 
neighborhood last March. She says 
Mrs. Goodwin told her she had 
diagnosed her own complaint as 
walking typhoid fever. 

“Nearly every morning Mrs. Goodwin 
vould walk barefoot ‘tn the grass,” 
said Mrs. O’Reilly. “In the afternoon 
she would lie on the grass in the sun 
in the backyard, wearing only a wrap- 
per. She was especially fond of doing 
this after a heavy rain. Sometimes 
when it had rained hard she would 
lie in a wet canvas hammock for hours. 

“About three months ago we neizh- 
‘ors began to suspect that Mrs. Good- 
win was starving herself. She became 
more and more emaciated. When we 
legged her to have a doctor she said 
she could cure herself by her own sys- 
tem of treatment.’’ 

Summoned by the neighbors, Dr. W. 
A. Hall of 159% Tower Grove avenue 
went. to the Goodwin. home. Wednesdav 
afternoon. He sent for Goodwin and 
advised him to have his wife removed 
to a hospital. 
Mrs. Goodwin weighs 70 pounds. At the 
city hospital Thursday she said her nor- 
mal weight was 125 pounds. 
‘“T had been suffering with stomach 
trouble and believed that I could cure it 
by fasting,’”’ she said. “I had almost 
cured myself and if they had not 
brought me here I would have been well 
in a few days. I want to eat now. For 
the last three months my only diet has 
been three glasses of milk a day.”’ 
Hospital physicians say they believe 
Mrs. Goodwin will recover her physical 
strength, but they fear that the long 
fast has undermined her nervous sys- 
tem.” She is now being fed om gruel. 
Woman Who Has Lived on Uniced 
Hydrant Water 34 Days, to 
Break Fast. 
Miss Lizzfe WYerlin’s weight-reducing 
fast, which has continued since June 
21, will end Thursday night. Miss Ver- 
lin, who lives at 2604 State street, East 
St. Louis, declares she has lived on un- 
iced hydrant water for 34 days. 
She said Thursday morning that she 
had tost 25 pounds, and that she 'tecit 
better than for years. She intends to 
break her fast on oranges, drinking the 
juice of an érange at bedtime, ani iak- 
ing the same diet three times Friday. 
Saturday she will begin eating  1.-ilk 
toast, and Sunday or Monday will un- 
dertake a solid diet. She has been 1n- 
der tre care of Dr. Irvin Eales of Belle-

That a 65-cent estate is beneath the no- 
tice of Public Administrator Harry Trol:

James Hartigan, a laborer, called at 
the City Treasurer’s office Wednesday 
afternoon, and asked for $6.75, wages 
due from the city to his father, Thomas 
Hartigan, a street cleaner, who died 
suddenly June 9. 

Paymaster Reese found that the money 
had been taken June 11 by Administrator 
Troll, who had presented a copy of a 
notice stating that he had filed as ad- 
ministrator of the estate. 

The necessary advertising would con- 
sume $5 of the amount, and of the re- 
maining $1.75, on the 5 per cent basis, 
Troll would be entitled to 8 or 9 cents, 
leaving about $1.66 for the heir. But the 
employes of the Treasurer’s office, who 
recalled previous cases where Troll had 
beaten the relativés of -tteceased city 
employes to the pay window, did not 
encourage the son to expect to recover 
anything. 

Hartigan said the reason he had not 
called sooner, was that he had not been 
able to leave his work since his fa- 
ther’s funeral. He seemed unable to 
understand what right Troll had to take 
his father’s: money. 

Thursday morning William F. Bohn, 
one of Troll’s office force, called at the 
Coroner’s office to look over the records 
showing the property of persons whose 
deaths were. on the Coroner’s list for 
the day. 

‘“‘Here’s an insurance policy for $300,”’ 
said one of the Coroner's assistants, as 
he looked through the effects of Paul 
Petzold, who died 
at 4 South Eighth street. 

“Let’s see it,” said Bohn. A glance 
showed Bohn that the policy was not 
regular life, but accident Insurance. 

“Did he die accidentally?’’ Bohr. asked. 

“Afraid mot,’’ was the reply. ‘‘Record 
shows he died when sitting in a chair,

Thursday morning in 5 feet of water in 
a pond a mile south of Freeburg, Ill. 
No one was near at the time of the 
@rowning, and it became known only 
when Willie Dambacher, a . younger 
brother of one of the boys, found their 
clothes on the bank of the pond. 
Willie Dambacher was sent to the 
home of Dr. F. A. Fox, where his father 
was working, to carry his father a pail 
of lunch. The two older boys walked 
part of the way with him, and when 
they reached the pond, took off their 
clothes and went in, telling Willie they 
would be there when he should return. 
He delivered the pail to his father 
and returned, but he saw nothing of the 
two boys. He saw the two small heaps 
of clothing, and knew his. brother and 
George Linkey must have drowned. 
He ran back to the Fox place, nearly 
a mile, and gasped out the news to his 
father. Dambacher called Dr.. Fox, and 
in the physician’s automobile the two! 
men and the boy sped to the pond. 
The men found the boys’ bodies tn 
the middle of the pond and removed 
them. In a telephone message to Coro- 
ner Twitchell at Belleville, Dr. Fox said 


neither body showed the faintest sign’ 


of Hfe. Both had been in the water 
a half hour or more. 

George Linkey was the son of Peter 
Linkey of Freeburg. The elder Dam- 
bacher, a coal miner, had been out of 
employment at the mines, and was 
working about Dr. Fox's premises. 

When the body of Joseph Dambacher 
Jr was taken home in the physician's 
car, his mother, Mrs. Mary Dambacher, 
declared she had been warned of the 
happening in a dream a week before. In 
that dream, she said, she saw her son's 
body being brought home !n an automo- 
bile.

Cog in Propeller of Steamer Du-, 
buque Breaks at Mouth of 
Missouri River. 


The steamer Dubuque of the Streck- 
fus line, carrying 200 pusesngers, many 
of them women, was disabled by the 
breaking of a cog in the propelling ma- 
chinery Tuesday night and -helplessly 
drifted 16 miles from the mouth of the 
Missouri River to St. Louis.

“We left St. Louis at 8:30 Tuesday 
night and after several hours I felt 
a sudden jolt,’”’ said Capt. Joe Streck- 
fut to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day. “It felt as if something had 
dropped in the engine room i signaicd 
the engineer to stop, then ran down 
on the first deck. , 
At Mouth of Missouri. 

“We were just at the mouth cf the 
Missouri River and the boat was swept 
out toward the middle of the stream by 
the force of the Missourt’s current. The 


shaft was broken. 

“The passengers on the upper deck 
became frightened and asked if we were 
going to sink. I told them that every- 
thing would be all right in-a few min- 
utes, and they became less excited, 
though a few were pretty scared. Then 
I sent two boats ashore with ropes to 
make the steamer fast. One boat suc- 
ceeded in braving the current and 
reached the Missouri side safely.

Business Women Aroused. 

The announcenent that the society 
women had _ rejected Miss Schooley 
aroused the ire of the business women. 
Miss schooley, .--ey set forth, had con- 
tributed $1060 to the new building and 
in all ways had been regarded by the 
business women as an ideal person for 
general secretary. She had worked par- 
ticularly along the lines advocated by 
the business women who found her en- 
‘thusiastic, amiable and able. 

The business women wanted to know 
why she was not being retained and 
two of them, Miss ’essie Molicr and one 
other, asked for a conference with the 
board on the subject. The conference 
was granted, Mrs. D. R. Williams pre- 
siding at the meéting. 

The two business women made their 
arsuments why Miss Schooley should 
be retained. The society women said 
nothing but ‘“‘stood pat.’’ No explana- 
tion was tendered to the husiness wom- 
en for Miss Schooley’s disniissal, they 
deceare. 7 

Religious Views in Question. 

It was generally understood, according 
t¢ members of the Welfare Council, that 
the ground on which the board had 
justified to itself its action in dis- 
missing Miss Schooley was that Miss 
Schooley was not orthodox in her relig- 
‘ous views. It was said that the board 
kad gotten this idea from remarks al- 
leged to have been made by Miss Schoo- 
ley on religious topics, which remarks 
were reported to members of the board. 

It was also reported by a number of 
members of the Welfare Council, whe do 
not care to have their names disclosed 
at this time, that the board was not in 
sympathy with Miss Schooley’s idea of 
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xathering iftto the membership of the 
essociation Jews, Catholics and others, 
and helping them to partake of the so- 
cial and physicai benefits such as the 
cunces and the swimming lessons which 
aré immensely popular. (The idea of 
the board members seemed to be that 
the religious features of the associa- 
tion ‘should be empnasized,' and that 
there should be more prayer meetings. 

However, none of these things was 
mentioned to tie to business women 
who conferred with the board and the 
business women departed in an angry 
frame of mind at the-—action of the 
board. At any rate the to women called 
uw meeting of the Welfare Council in an 
endeavor to get action on the subject 
of Miss Schooley’s dismissal. 

But, Miss Hattie Woodruff, chairman 
of the Welfare Council, though in 
hearty sympathy with Miss Schooley, 
put the lid on the plans of the insurg- 
ents. 

‘When the question came up at the 
meeting of the Welfare Council,’ Miss 
Woodruff told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
‘“‘we decided that it was not a proper 
matter for discussion in the Welfare 
Council. Every member of the council 
is a friend of Miss Schooley, but it was 
our’ opinion that we should not override 
the action of the board. The fitting 





thing to do, we decided, was to get a 
new board if we were not satisfied with 
the acts of the present one. 

Board’s Viewpoint Different. 

“Tl believe that the board acted con- 
ecientiously in the Miss Schooley ques- 
tion, but then the members of the board 
are women who do not. brush shoulders 
with the world much, and there are 
many things that-they cannot see from 


{the viewpoint of business women. 


“Many of the society women on the 
board bélieve that the business wom. 
should have representation and that it 
would be a great aid to the society 
women. However, the Welfare Council 
was cnly appointed last December and 
the elections were the following Janu- 
ery I was a member of the Nominating 
Committee but the business women had 
s¢arcely had time to get on their feet 
and we put up no candidates for office. 

“Practically the same set of women 
have been officers and directors since 
the organization of the association, but 
that has not been because they did not 
wish the co-operation of business wom- 
en. One reason why business women 
could not serve on the board was that. 
the board always held its meetings in 


Mayor Kreismann told a Post- Dispatch 
reported Thursday that the Hospital 
Board is preparing a revision of its 
rules which will mak: impossible such 
affairs as thut of the: Maggos baby, 
whose autopey-mangled body was boxed 
for burial with the carcass of a goat. 

The Mayor's declaration followed a 
second inquiry into this affair, Wednes- 
day night, when the board passed a 
resolution reprimanding Dr. D. L. Har- 
ris, City Bacteriologist. John Hibner, 
morgue keeper at the hospital, already 
had resigned at the request of Dr. 
Harris. 

“We shall look into the existing 
rules,” the Mayor said, “and where they 
are insufficient we shali make new ones 
that wil! fix definite responsibility upon 
the person to blame when one of them 
is broken. We shall prevent recurrences 
of this sort if we have to reorganize the 
entire hospital staff. 

“Already we have made an order 
that no autopsy shall be made with- 
cut the written consent of the sup- 
erintendent, whether the subject is a 
waif or not. The superintendent will 
see that all requirements are niet he- 
fore he will consent to an autopsy. 

‘We shall also try to see that tele- 
thone inquiries about patients at the 
huspital are carefully and courteouslv 
answered. Of course the board can’t 
insure inforcement ‘of its rules, even 
if it should sit on the. roof of the 
hospital all the time. But at any rate 
there will be no more difficulty in fixing 
the blame for ‘rregularities.”’ 

The new investigation, which devel- 
oped testimony from persons not called 
at the first inquiry and showed a coun- 
flict of testimony between Dr. Harris 
and S. Marchlewski, an undertaker, was 
brought about by the activity of Bar- 
ney Frauenthal, the newest member of 
the Hospital Board and was Frauen- 
thal’s first official act 

“IT had heard a great deal of comment 
about the case,’’ Frauenthal said Thurs- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘and 
criticisms of the Hospital Board, which 
was accused of whitewashing everybody 
in the affair. I thought it a good op- 
portunity tobe of service in my new 
work, so I made a personal investiga- 
tion. 

“This investigation convinced me all 
the facts had not been presented to the 
board at the first trial. Last night’s ac- 
tion was the result.’’ 

The most important new evidence was 
tnat of Marchlewski and Miss Constance 
S. Madison, matron of the Niedringhaus 
Memorial Mission. Marchiewski told of 
the condition of the baby’s body when 
he received it, and showed it was not 
what it should have been if the regula- 
20ns of the hospital had been observed. 
Miss Madison showed that with proper 
attention thé child's parents could have 
been reached in time to prevent the body 
Leing condemned to the autopsy table, as 
tha‘ of a foundling. 

Rule to Sew Up Bodfes. 

Dr. Harris admitted it was a rule of 
the Hospital Board that bodies should 
be sewn up after autopsies. Whether 
this was done in this case he said he 
did not know, as he had not seen the 
body after the autopsy.

THAW’S STRANGE 


WRITINGS OFFERED 
TOPROVE INSANITY 


Reproductions. of Erratic Letters 
and Queer Drawings Filed 
by Jerome. 


DECISION IS AWAITED 


Lunacy Shown on Both Sides of 
Family in Fight to Keep 
Slayer in Matteawan. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Frost-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 25.—The case of 


Harry K. Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, who has been fighting through 
habeas corpus proceedings in White 
Plains to obtain his release from the 
State Asylum for the Criminal Insane at 
Matteawan, was officially —closea 
when Williams Travers Jerome, spe- 
cial attorney for the State, submitted 
his brief to Justice Martin J. Keogh. 
Tho Justice will hand down his decision 
the last of this week or the first of 
next. 

The brief proper contains 98 bound 
pages printed in large type. Accompa- 
nying it is a bound volume of 173 pages 
containing the exhibits. They consist 
of the writings of Thaw, reproductions 

of his handwriting and drawings, the 
hypothetical question asked the alienists 
at the first homicide trial, the conflict- 
ing returns to the habeas corpus writ 
sworn to by Supt. John W. Russell of 
the Matteawan Asylum and other wad 
ter bearing upon the case. 

Mr. Jerome reviews the. legal efforts 
made by Thaw to regain his freedom 
from the night he killed White, June ~-», 
1906, until the present hearing, deals 
with his neuropathic childhood and 
youth, together with his psychopathic 
heredity, and then takes up his alleged 
perversities, the testimony of the alien- 
ists and the exhibits. The appendix is 
devoted to the opinions rendered by 
Justice Morschauser in 19vo and by Jus- 
tice Mills in 1909 declaring Thaw to be 
a dangerous lunatic and a menace if 
allowed his liberty.

homicide trials Thaw put in a plea of 
insanity and was exonerated because the 
alienists and jury believed him to be a 
lunatic. He then adds: 

“He now comes into court and con- 
tends that he is of sound mind and has 
never been insane, even when he killed 
White; that the killing of White was 
only a vulgar murder, and that on a 
state of facts substantially the same 
those now before the court 15 alienists 
were deceived and misled, and not only 
16 alienists, but a jury of 12 men. 

“In addition to that, Mr. Justice Mors- 
chauser and Mr. Justice Mills, after 
elaborate hearings upon the merits, 
were deceived and mistaken. Neither 
Thaw nor his counsel nor his experts 
claim in this proceeding that Thaw was 
insane and has recovered, but the evi- 
dence given by them tends to support 
one contention—that he never was in- 
sane. 

“It is r@pectfully submitted that a 
claim so audacious ‘and brazen as this 
can only be entertained upon evidence 
so overwhelmingly clear and satisfac- 
tory as to leave no reasonable doubt in 
the mind of any man that Thaw is 
sane.”’ 

Dr. William A. White, a Thaw alien- 
ist, testified Thaw never had been in- 
sane, yet at the first trial he said he 
was. Mr. Jerome brings this out, and 
the fact that while in the present hear- 
ing Dr. White declared a mental ex: 
amination to be of prime importance 
he was willing in 1902 to. go on the 
stand and swear to Thaw’s insanity 
without. ever having given him an ex- 
amination. It was because of exam- 
inations made recently, Dr. White 
swore, that he changed his mind. 


Insanity in Family. 


In taking up Thaw’s heredity, the 
prosecutor shows that a sister of his 
father was an epileptic; that William 
Thaw, a first cousin of the father, died 
in an insane asylum, where he had 
been incarcerated 15 years; that Har- 
riet Alice Thaw, a half-sister of the 
father, was insane; that Horace §. 
Thaw, a first cousin once removed of 
Harry K. Thaw, died in an insane 
asylum, and that Henry W. Copley, a 
brother of Thaw’s mother, was of un- 
sound mind, as was James Ross, son 
of a sister of Thaw’s mother. Josiah 
Copley, a brother of Mrs. Thaw, was 
confined for ime in the Pennsylvania 
State Insane Asylum at Dixmont. 

In dealing with Thaw’s youth, Jerome 
cites from testimony showing that he 
was nervous, stupid and weak as-an in- 
fant, that at the age of 6 or 7 he had 
St. Vitus dance so severely he would 
be cross-eyed for a day at a time, and 
that he frequently suffered from mel- 
ancholia, a form of insanity. His artic- 
ulation was so faulty he could scarcely 
be understood and he indulged in tan- 
trums. 

At 10 years of age, when he went to 
the Beck private school, he was about 
on a par mentally with a boy of 6, and 
“gave way to sudden, passionate out- 
bursts of animal-like howls in the school 
room or during study period.” During 
these spasms he would pick his thumb 
nails. Prof. Beck, who described these 
conditions, testified that the howling 
would continue 20 minutes or longer. 

Jerome goes into the testimony of 
Susan Merrill, the unwilling witness. 
who admitted Thaw had hired a room 
of her and flogged more than 200 young 
Later he sent her thousands of 
dollars to buy their silence. After the 
floggings Thaw would run out of the 
house, and on returning would promise 
not to repeat the offense. Yet he would 
revert to the whipping of screeching 

ris. Much of this part of the brief is 
unprintable. : 


Alfenists’ Testimony Analyzed. 


The testimony of each : alienist 
taken up and analyzed. Attention is 
first called to that of Dr. Austin Fiint, 
who declared Thaw was insane when he 
killed White and has not recovered. He 
considers him to be a true paranoiac 
with homicidal tendencies, swore that 
paranola was an incurable disease and 
gave it as his opinion that should Thaw 
be liberated he would be dangerous to 
others. 

Dr. Carlos F. McDonald, another of 
the State’s experts, thought likewise, 
and his opinions are fully given.

Thaw that Thaw was sane, and either 
reject all evidence looking in the oppo- 
site direction or else to evolve some ex- 
planation of it. In evolving such ex- 
planations his own testimony shows that 
without any apparent investigation he 
accepted Thaw’s statements as being the 
truth, although as to many of them 
they were in direct opposition to the 
sworn evidence of Dr. Wagner.. 

Oallg Meyer “Shifty Witness.” 

“The shiftiness of this witness on 
cross-examination is well shown by 4& 
perusal of the record. There is scarcely 
a page of his testimony which does not 
tend to show to any fair-minded lay- 
man that the conclusions he says he 
reaches are diametrically opposite of 
‘those which any fair-minded man 
would draw.”

Only some of 
the more striking and salient features 
Fave been selected. Counsel have care- 
fully endeavored to avoid anything in 
the nature of argument upon the evi- 
dence, believing that the facts them- 
selves analytically 
unavoidably lead a trained mind like 
that of the Court to do its own reason- 
ing without assistance from counsel,

BRYAN IS TO BEAR

SEAGIRT, N. J., July 2%.—Next to 
Woodrow Wilson, William J. Bryan, it 
is learned today, probably will be the 
most conspicuous arguer in the Demo- 
cratic national campaign.

NEW YORK, July 25.—District At- 
torney Whitman today scored 
what he believes to be two important 
points in the Rosenthal murder case.

Reisler, known as “John the Barber,” 
previous to the arraignment of a per- 
jury charge, made an affidavit saying 
he saw “Bridgie’ Webber run away 
ufter Rosenthal was shot.

Reisler’s affidavit stated that he and 
his wife were in the vicinity of the Hotel 
Metropole on the night of the killing.

Webber running away from the scene of 
the crime,” said Reisler. ‘I asked @ 
nian known as ‘Kid’ Leis, ‘what is 
tridgie Webber running away for?’

Man Pretending to Be Policeman 
Beats Youth and Girl, 
Takes $10. 


BOTH LIE UNCONSCIOUS 


Schusterman, Recovering First 
Leads His Companion 
to Highlands. 


Introducing himself as a member of 
the police “spooning squad,” a man of 
large stature approached Migs Dora 
Gordon of 1017 Market street and Ben 


Schusterman-of 120 High street, as they 
were in Forest Park about 11:50 p. m. 
Wednesday. Then, according to their 
story told to reporters Thursday, this 
is what happened: 

“You’ve got no tight to spoon in the 
park,” said the stranger. “I’m a plain 
clothes policeman. Come with me to 
the station.”’ 

Miss Gordon and her. escort arose, 
protesting that they were not “spoon- 
ing.’” As the girl reached her feet, the 
supposed policeman seized her by the 
throat and seized her purse, containing 
$5. When she screamed he struck her 


the butt end of a revolver. — 

Schusterman rushed to her assistance 
and was beaten repeatedly over the 
head with the revolver. He was told 
that he would be killed unless he ceased 
calling for the police. Both were beat- 
en senseless and were left lying in the 
park. The robber took $5 from Schus- 
terman’s pocket. 

Walks to Highlands, 

Some time later, when Schusterman 
recovered consciousness, he found the 
girl lying senseless beside him. He 
called vainly for help and then, drag- 
ging his companion, made his way to 
Forest Park Highlands. There they 
were placed in Anton C. Stuever’s au- 
tomobile and taken to the Mounted Po- 
lice Station and thence to the city dis- 
pensary. 

Miss Gordon, who is 18 years old, and 
Echusterman, a tailor, one year older, 
attemfied the pérformance at the High- 


jlands Wednesday night. At 10 p. m. they 


left the grounds and crossed the car 
tracks to the southern edge of Forest 
Park, intending to sit on a bench until 
the crowd had departed, and they could 
get a seat in a street car. 

While waiting they strolled along a 
path leading along the Clayton road for 
about a block, where they were met by 
the stranger. 

The robber was unmasked. According 
to Miss Gordon he was of large stature 
and wore a soft gray hat and a dark 
suit. She was confined to’ her bed 
Thursday with bruises about the face 
and head. .

Charles R. Mourton, do hereby say that 
I am leaving on my own account; that 
I was married when I was 15 years 
old, and did not realize what real love 
was, and as I got older, I found that 
my love was vanishing, and that I did 
not love my husband as a wife should, 
vrd therefore could not be contented to 
live with one I did not love. I will say 
my husband always treated me good, 
and it was not his treatment that caused

The letter was signed by Mrs. Mour- 
ton, and dated May 19, 1910. She left it 
ir a dresser drawer, when she departed. 
according to Mourton. The custody of 
the two children, Edna, 7, and Ruth, 5, 
was given to Mourton, The suit was 
not contested. The Moprtons were mar- 
ried Nov. 25, 1908.

LONDON, July ‘%.—An astounding 
scene was witnessed on Tower Hill, 
where 20,000 London dockers on strike 
assembled and repeated with the utmost 
solemnity after Ben Tillet, their lead- 
er: 

“Oh, God, 
dead.”’ :

MANY ARTIFICIAL

Women Aroused by Blaze at 
1912 Flee Scantily Clad From 
Nearby Houses. 





A factory filled with artificial limbs, 
was destroyed by a fire in the three- 
story factory and warehouse at 1912 
Olive street at 4:45 a. m. Thursday. Un- 
artificial limbs scampered to the street 
from many rooming houses in the 
neighborhood, and escaped injfry. Mor- 
ris chairs and mantelpieces were 
scorched. 

The fire started in the J. E. Hanger 
Co. limb factory on the second floor, 
and is supposed to have been caused by 
crossed wires. 

On the third floor there was a ware- 
100m used by the William May Tile and 
Mantel Co., and as a storage place for 
chairs. 

The office of the Hanger company 
end William Burke’s plumbing shop 
were on the ground floor. The upper 
floors were burned out, and the lower 
one was flooded. The damage to the 
chairs and mantels is estimated at $4000, 
and to the plumbing shop $1500. The 
total damage was over $10,000. 

Edward Comfort, proprietor of a print- 
ing and stationery shop,at 1910 Olive, 


was awakened by the crackling of 
flames, and ran to the street in his 
night clothes. Someone already hac 
turned in an alarm. Many women in 
the neighborhood did not wait. to dress 
before seeking safety in the street.

My judgment is very 
clear in this matter. . 

I @o not believe that party programs, of 
the highest consequence to the political life 
of the State and of the nation, ought to be 
thrust on one side and hopelessly embarrassed 
for long periods together by making a polit- 
a issue of a great question which is essen- 

ally nonpolitical, nonpartisan, mora 
Social in its nature. oe

Im a private venture, this would be 
wonderful and certainly justify a continuance of 
the enterprise; such, however, has been the un- 
doubted benefit derived from the.work of the 
Conventions Bureau for the past two years to the 
business public of St. Louis. 

But there is now an apparent apathy on the 
part of the community to sustain this wonderful 
work. 

The Conventions Bureau is now thoroughly or- 
ganized for work and is officered by men con- 


the public and private needs of this commun- 
ity. It is well started, will gather momentum 
and in future greatly excel the past.. It has se- 
cured and held in St. Louis proximately 260 con- 
ventions, composed of delegates from all parts of 
the world. The average length of a convention 
is four days, and the average attendance is 400. 
If you estimate the expenditure of a delegate at 
$10 a day, a small estimate, we have a total of 
money expended in the city of $4,160,000. Con- 
ventions are usually made up from those mem- 
bers of a community or guild who are able finan- 
cially to take trips and devote themselves more 
or less to public enterprises, and the estimate of 
$10 a day for individual expenditure is not exces- 
sive,

Last month the ship canals at Sault 
Ste. Marie were used for the transpor- 
tation of 10,747,159 tons of freight. That 
was a new record. The gain over the 
correspondiag month of 1911 was about 
3,271,000 tons. The to#al movement of 
freight was equal to more than 358,000 
tons every ,day in the -month. 

That means nearly 15,000 tons an hour, 
day and night. It is an average of 
about 250 tons every minute of every 
hour, every day in the month. This 
is equivalent to six large, modern 
freight carloads every time the second 
hand of a watch goes around the dial. 

If the St. Mary’s River had been left 
as it was when man undertook its im- 
provement for commercial purposes, 
none of this enormous traffic would 
have passed through that channel. Ev- 
ery ton of freight which passed through 
the canals at the ‘‘Soo’’ went that way 
because it was the cheapest and most 
favorable route for getting this mer- 
chandise where it was wanted and need- 
ed. The whole vast business is a mon- 
ument to the foresight, courage and en- 
terprise of the men who early discovered 
the possibilities of Lake Superior trade 
and réfused to let any obstacles, natural 
or artificial, deter them from working 
and fighting for an open and adequate 
water highway to the biggest of these 
inland seas.

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LTHOUGH the majority of the: 
Japanese wives are happy, Ja- 
pan has the distinction of hav- 
ing the largest number of 4di- 

vorces in the world. After Japan ‘comes 

the United States in the number of di- 

vorces, 

However, the reason and cause for 

divorce is entirely different in these two 

countries. In Japan there is no divorce 
on the ground of cruelty or nonsup- 

port. Most cases of the Japanese d- 

vorece are on account of disagreement 

between husbands and wives or between 
the two families. 

The family and not the individual is 

the standard in Japan. In order to 

keep unstained the name and reputation 
of the family, individual comforts and 


peculiarities are sacrificed. Wives must 


conform to the customs and manners of 
the house, and when it happens that 
they cannot and when there is no way 
of settling the matter, divorce is sug- 
gested as the sole means of solving the 
problem. This inability on the part of 
the bride to conform to the customs of 
her new home is the main reason of 
the most Japanese divorces. 

In Japan wives never divorce their 
husbands. It is always the husbands 
who divorce’their wives, 

However, a Japanese husband can di- 
vorce his wife by his own will alone. 
Whenever the divorce is contemplated, 
the family of the wife is always con- 
sulted as to the best way to straighten 
the matter. And in such cases, the 
“Middle Man’ who is selected at the 
time of their wedding to solve any and 


all difficulties between them, is the man 


who has the entire matter in his hand. 
Often this man proves a messenger of 
peace; and by his diplomatic tactics all 
difficulties are removed and the couple 
are as happy as ever. But when he 
fails to adjust the matter, divorce is the 
step that is agreed upon by all con- 
cerned. 

When the divorce is agreed upon, the 
wife takes her effects and returns to 
her parents or brother. In Japanese di- 
vorce the Court has no hand at all, 
and the divorce is only the annulment 
of the marriage agreed upon by all con- 
cerned. 

There is no alimony in Japanese di- 
vorce. The word “alimony’’ has no 
corresponding Japanesevword, and its 
meaning is not known to the Japanese. 
To the Japanese mind, alimony sounds 
too absurd to be true. In Japan, it Is

He admits his disappointment at 
Flynn’s poor showing up to the time 
Capt. Fernoff ordered 1 e fight stopped, 
bat says Flynn was strong despite the 
fl--+ of blood which came from cuts in- 
flicted by Johnson and had suffered no 
more punishment than re had often en- 
dured while training and not nearly so 
much as he usually receives when fight- 
tin... 
“What surprised me most, however,” 
said Curley, “was the fact that when I 
looked down the aisle toward the ring I 
saw Flynn with his head on Johnson's 
breast hitting away with both hands to 
the b ‘y, but there seemed no steam to 
the blows and it looked more like play 
than fight. 

Promoter Dropped $12,000. 
“IT lost about $12,000 in the venture. I 
knew I stood to lose when Gov.

I didn't 
even remove a thing from the pockets. 
I had promised Jim this machine if he 
won the fight, but I gave it to him even 
though he lost. It was all he received. 
It has been said that I gave him $6000 
as his part for the fight. ‘hat is not so. 
It is true I did pay Flynn $6000, but 
that was in settlement of theatrical 
bu iness and had nothing to do with 
th. fight. 

Still. Has Faith in Fiynn, 
“The thing that I regret most was the 
unsatisfactory ending of the contest. It was 
scheduled for 45 roundg and but for police 
interference might have gone on for any 
number of rounds beyond the ninth, and we 
would have known positively whether Flynn 
has a chance to beat Johnson, In my opin- 
ion he did have a chance, but it’s gone 
now, because I. doubt very much that. they 
will ever be matched again.
